TRUE ECONOMY! 


It is difficult to conceive what fearful 


aavoc this. custom' has .made of human life. 
Some of, its incidental ravages seem .to de- 
'y belief. It has at times entirely, depopu- 
ated imnaensedistricts.: , In modern as well 
as ancient times, large tract? have been left 
so utterly desolate that one might passfrom 
village to village, even from city to city 
without finding a solitary inhabitant

war of 1756, waged iu the heart of Europe,

beast. 


The thirty year s war, in the 17th cen 


;ury, reduced the population, of .Germany 
from 12,000,000 lo 3,000,000— three fourths, 
audglhat of Wurternburg from. 500,000 to 
48,OffO— more than nme tenths ! Thirty 
thousand villages were .destroyed ; in many 
others the population entirely died out , 
and in districts once''stndded with towns 
and cities, there sprang up immense forests 


Look at the havoc of Beige ! — in that of 


Londonderry 12,000 soldiers, besides a vast 
number of inhabitants , in that of Pans in 
the 16th century, 30,000 victims of meie 
hunger , in that of Ismail, 40,000 , of Vi 
enna, 70,000; 'of Ostend, 120,000 ; Jof Mex- 
ico, 150,000 ; of Acre, 300,000 ; of Carth- 
age, 700,000 ;• of Jerusalem, 1,000,000 ! 


Mark the slaughter of single battles— -at 


Lepanto, 25,000 , at Austerlitz, 30,000 , at 
Eylau, 60,000, at Waterloo and Qnartie 
Bras, one engagement in'faet, 100,000; at 
Borodino, 80,000; at Fontenoy,: 100,000; 
at Arbela, 300,000 , at Chalons, 300,000 ol 
Attila's army alone , 400,000 Usipetes slain 
by Julius C«~ar in one battle, and 430,000 
Germans in another! 


Take only two cases more. The army of 


Xerxes, says Dr Dick, must have amount 
ed to 5,283,320 , and if the attendants were 
only one-third as great as common at the 
present time in eastern countries, the sum 
total must have reached nearly six millions. 
Yet in one. year this vast multitude waa re- 
duced, though not entirely by death, to 300,- 
000 fighting men, and of these only 3,000 
escaped destruction. 
Jenghiz-Khan, the

During the last 
twenty seven .years of , his long reign, he. is 
said to have massacred more than 'half a 
million every year ;., and in. the first four- 
teen years, he is supposed by Chinese, his- 
torians to have destroyed.not less than eigh- 
teen millions — a sum total of 32,000,000 in 
forty-one years I 


In any view, what a fell destroyer is war ! 


Napoleon's wars sacrificed full six millions, 
and all the .wars: consequent on- the French 
revolution, some nine .or teri.millions. The 
Spaniards are said to have destroyed in for- 
ityrtwo years more .than, twelve, millions of 
American Indians." ; Grecian wars sacrificed 
:15;000,000; Jewish, wars, ,,25, 000,000 ;. the 
wars of the twelve Cfesars, 3J,000,000 ,. and 
in all the wars of the Romans before Julius 
;Caesar, 60,000,000 , the wars of the Roman 
Empire, of the Saracens and the Turks, 
68,000,000 each , those of the Tartars, 
80,000,000 ; those of Africa, . 100,000,000 ! 
"If we .take into consideratipn,";says the 
;learned Dr. Dick, ":the number, not; only ot 
those who have fallen in battle,. but of those 
;who have. perished through the.natural:con- 
sequences of war, it will not perhaps be 
overrating the destruction of human life if 
we affirm, that one-tenth of the. human race 
has been destroyed by the ravages of war ,

An Important Report. 


The report from the- school land eom- 


miiaidneWtb which allusion was made in 
our legislative synopsis Saturday is a start- 
ling one. It has been known, or at least 
generally supposed, that many of the loans 
from the school fund -were very inadequate- 
ly secured; and that large amounts had 
been given in fact to-some party favorite 


cover of other names. But we think 


the public generally were scarcely prepared 
tor such a^disclosure as the report just 
made to the legislature reveals. The mode 
of investing the school fund is all wrong, 
ifjbe system itself does not come under 
the same condemnation. 
The commis- 


sioners are now compelled to loan out these 
funds in small sums upon mortgage of real 
estate, and in most instances, as they state, 
to make these loans " to men of whose 
character and responsibility they know no- 
thing, and upon. security of the value of 
which they t,re entirely ignorant, excepting 
as they obtain information from the apprai- 
sal of men of whose judgment and integrity 
they have no knowledge whatever." 


Under ^this mode of investing, it is not 


strange that the commissioners, even with 
the best intentions to do right, are some- 
iimes imposed upon ; but when the distri- 
bution of the fund is made a matter of po- 
litical favor, with a view to political influ- 
ence; wh.o (Iocs not see to what hazards the 
fund 
may , be subjected? 
The loan of 


$1800' made in this?city, for th'e benefit, of 
a -former commissioner, upon 
securities 


furnished by A. Hyatt Smith, is a striking 
illustration of the abuses to which the sys- 
tem is liable. A change in the system, 
which shall guard against such abuses or 
deceptions, ought to be made, and no more 
important subject can occupy the attention 
of. the legislature, or engage the efforts of 
the commissioners. 
"'' 


We copy from the Madison Journal the 


following statement of the character of this 
important. report : 


The report proceeds to give some facts 


in regard to the practical operation of the 
present system ' " 
'' 
Jn 1858 there were forfeit- 


ed to the school fund 49 mortgages, and 
to the drainage fund two, securing loans in 
the:aggregate amounting to $23,628 87.— 
The actual value of the lands at presont 
does' not exceed $5,200. In 1859, there 
were-forfeited to the school fund 102 mort- 
gages, to the university fund 3, to the 
drainage fund 11. These were held by the 
state as security for $31,811. The. actual 
value of these securities does not exceed 
$22,870, and probably would not bring half 
that sum on forced sale. 
The loss to theue 


trust funds during the past year from for- 
feiture of mortgages is reported at not less 
than $17,178, and probably much more, 
since, in obtaining information in regard to 
the present value of securities, the commis- 
sioners have been obliged to rely on the 
statements of the same persons who joined 
in the original appraisement. 
But even by 


the "recent appraisements, exaggerated as 
they maybe, an aggregate of $64,643 hat 
been lost to these funds. 


Startling as these facts are, the commis- 


sioners say they show but a fraction of the 
truth. "We know," they add, "that the in- 
terest is .now annually paid upon many loans 
on worthless securities, because of the 
shame which would follow the exposure in- 
cident to a forfeiture. One mortgage in 
Milwaukee is secured upon two lots thatjare 
now appraised at nothing. These lots are 
covered with water several feet in depth.— 
"Four loans of five hundred dollars each 
($2,000 in all) were made in the years 1857 
and 1858 to the wife, son, son-in-law and 
another relative of a prominent 
politician 


of La Crosse,* and security taken for three 
of them upon 'Cliffwood' outlets near that 
city, which, we are informed, are situated 
xipoatb'e.side of a Huff,- 
so steep as to be 


almost inaccessible by any human agency, 
and which are about worthless except as a 
pasture for goats! The fourth is secured 
on wild lands in Jackson Co," 
The com- 


missioners give it as their opinion that 
twenty-ficc per cent of that portion of the 
funds now invested in mortgages is irre- 
trievably lost! There are loans from the 
school fund to William R. Smith and his 
near relatives, made when he was one of 
the school land commissioners, to the 
amount of $1,500, which are secured by 
mortgages on Kilboiu-n City lots, now ap- 
praised at only $250. 


With the most careful management on 


the part of the commissioners more or less 
loss to the funds is inevitable, while under 
the charge of careless or corrupt men, the 
greatest -facility for frauds exist under the 
present system. The commissioners close 
with an earnest recommendation for its to- 
tal repeal, and the passage of- a law direct- 
ing these funds to be invested in United 
States stocks or the stocks of northern 
states. 


As a further illustration of the manner 


in which some of the loans have been 
made from this fund, the Madison Patriot. 
gives the following case:—"On Oct. 1st, 
1857, B. P. Hopkins received from the 
school fund, in the name of irresponsible 
parties, the sum of $2,300, on which is now 
due $2,588. These loans were secured in 
Ihe names of Peter Coyne, $300 ; Wm. 
Fitzpatrick, $500; Matthias Wicha, $500 ; 
John Kean, $500. The commissioners re- 
fer to these transactions and the value of 
the'loans now, as follows: in relation to 
Coyne, "mortgagor (Hopkins) good, secu- 
rity probably good for loan. Coyne is irre- 
sponsible,, lots worth $100." In relation 
to Fitzpatrick, "mortgagor unknown. Lots 
worth $100." 
In relation to Wicks:— 


"Wicks irresponsible; lots worth.$100."— 
In relation to Kean, " Kean is irresponsi- 
ble ;' lots worth $100."" 


Such abuses of a sacred trust and eva- 


sion ot an explicit law, (which prohibits a 
loan of more than $500 to one person,) 
are wholly indefensible, and we hope the 
present commissioners will give no cause of 
complaint by following so bad an example.

From Washington. 


WASHINOTOX, March 14,1861. 


The evacuation of Fort Snmter is the 


all-absorbing topic of conversation in polit- 
ical "circles at this time. It is generally 
conceded that the cabinet has come to that 
conclusion—very reluctantly on the part of 
the President and some of his advisers; 
•while there are others who do not regard it 
go much in the light of a " military neces- 
sity" as a stroke of policy to thwart tne se- 
cessionists. What the exact state of the 
garrison is has not been made public, offi- 
cially; but it is said that Gen. Scott recom- 
mends the withdrawal of Maj. Anderson, 
because he has food and fuel for only fifteen 
days, and that there is no time or lawful 
power to raise the ten, or twenty thousand 
men necessary to relieve him. 
This a hu- 


miliating state of things. It makes repub- 
lican blood boil to be reduced to this dis- 
graceful proceeding—this acknowledgment 
that our government is weak and powerless 
td protect itself from the machination of 
traitors. How will we stand in the eyea of 
the world t or where will be our own na- 
tional self-respect after this 1 I do not see 
how even this capital can be protected if ten 
thousand enemies should march upon it 
from Montgomery. 


The President's hands are tied f&st 


by the non-action of congress and by the 
constitution, it is said. So they would be 
in defending Washington, should it become 
a necessity. He could no more do that 
than he can move to-day for the preserva- 
tion of Fort Sumter. He is not authoriz- 
ed, say our political doctors, to accept of a 
volunteer, though a million of men were 
offered to him by the states. He must, 
therefore, fold his hands and allow the se- 
cessionists to' complete the work of the 
destruction of our country, for fear he will 
step a hair beyond the mark said to be laid 
down in the constitution. But it must be 
remembered that the first law of the physi- 
cal nature of every man is his own self- 
preservation, and ao I think it must be with 
governments. 
If its sudden destruction 


impends from causes which cannot be met 
in a legal way, according to ancient forms 
and ideas, it must strike out a new and vig- 
orous path for itself, or die. Such, it seems 
to mej is the present alternative. 
The 


evacuation of Fort Sumler is acknowledg- 
ing our national government inferior to the 
southern confederacy, unless immediate and 
strong measures be taken to enforce the 
laws in all the rebellious states. It may be 
said that the surrender of this fort is the 
result of the traitorous and imbecile policy 
of Mr. Buchanan; and this is true, no 
doubt, but something must be done besides 
a do-nothing Micawber policy, to give us 
back the prestige we have lost by disgrace- 
fully hauling down the stars and stripes in 
the presence of the palmetto. 


There are in my mind but two courses 


of policy in which there is any safety, and 
they are—either placing the nation on a 
war footing to put down with a strong bund 
the infamous traitors who are destroying 
our country, or the calling together of a 
national convention for the purpose of 
peaceably dissolving the Union. 
The con- 


ciliating, conceding policy will not win 
back the gulf states, nor save the border 
states. The former are irrevocably gone 
the moment Fort Sumter is surrendered— 
the latter may possibly be saved by a show 
of vigor on the part of the administration, 
and a determination for the future to en- 
force the laws. There can be no safety for 
the Union element of those states to rally 
around a government which cannot and 
dare not protect its authority. Let ns hope 
that a policy may be pursued that shall in

SPEECH.—The telegraph 


to-day brought us the concluding sentence 
of Breckinridge's speech in the senate. A 
synopsis of the whole appears in last night's 
report. "He regarde'd the President's policy 
as warlike, and tending to bloodshed. If 
there is any moderation, it will be because 
of his inability, and not becanae he would 
be willing to withdraw the troops for the 
purpose of producing conciliation and peace 
in the public mind.

LIEUT. Si.BMMKR'a OPBBATIONS AT FOBT 


PIOBIENS.— The Mobile Advertiser of the 
9th, thus alludes to the important move re- 
cently made by Lieutenant Slemmer, in 
erecting a sand battery to the eastward of 
Fort Pickena . 


The sand battery defends the only land 


approach to Fort Pickens, which stands on 
the extreme western point of Santa Bpsa 
Island. The island is some forty miles 
long, but very narrow, in some places be- 
ing not more than a third of a mile wide. 
The battery stands on a ^very narrow part 
of the island, and is an effectual outpost to 
prevent surprise from a storming force. 


If we are to come to blows with Lincoln's 


administration, we shall want to take Port 
Pickens, and will try; and as we have no 
navy, and our batteries on the main land 
can only play at long taw, with that power- 
ful island fortress, which can more than 
hold its own at that game, and destroy any 
attacking force approaching in boats, the 
most feasible method of attack is to throw 
a powerful force on the Santa Rosa Island 
several miles to the eastward, crossing them 
over from the main land across a sound 
about half a mile, more or less, wide. — 
Once on the island, their programme would 
be to rush down on Fort Pickens, and take 
it by an overwhelming force. 


We understand that Slemmer has taken 


every care and precaution in his power to 
strengthen his defences on the island side 
of the fort, and now we are advised that he 
has provided an outpost of defence ; and if 
it be nothing more than a station for pick- 
et guards, it will answer thp, purpose of ef- 
fectually preventing anything like .a sur- 
prise. The island, however, affords the fa- 
cility of making regular seige approaches 
by an attacking force, and yet this force 
could be excessively annoyed in the day 
time by the shot and shell of a squadron 
playing upon them in the flank from the 
gulf or bay. 
We .hope the~ worst will i not 


come to'the worst, and that we shall get 
the fort easier than vi etarmis, but if we do 
not, this sand battery of Lieut. Slemmer's 
is a matter of interest, and will play a part 
of some importance in an attack on the 
only! plan in which we can quickly gain 
possession of Fort Pickens.
